are sympathies awaniting uws in the world be-
yond the fireside as pure and lasting. Thought
and action will pall at times, and the mere
SETIRG ul' l'.x.ih'tl‘ll('i' |Ii_‘f'“lllt“* a \’l'l‘.'“'il"ll'.‘ﬂ"i to
the spirits,  But the spell of personal faseina-
tion holds us fast through oll.

Beauty in & woman, for instance, holds as
legitimate n sway over all hearts a8 4 mann's
eloquence, - An elevated moral tone and an
intelleet nobly exercised should surcly bear
weight with inferior minds, Wit and loveli-
ness, grace and wisdom, must ocertainly
hestow personal sovercignty on the possessor,
But on looking at facts, we find that no rule
can be applied at all. A muan may be wiser

Seneca, & woman more beantiful than
Olytie, without possessing any immediate
power over others, There are persons into
whose presence we enfer awe struck as Eneas
when orossing the threshold of the Sibyl's
cava; but no divine afflatus breathes on our
seer, his stature dwindles down instend of at-
taining greater majesty, and we go away un-

dified and unbelieving. On the other hand,
the men and women at whose feet we sit
spell-bound are frequently deficient in the
very qualities that are supposed to hold the
world in fee. What does ugliness count for
in such a reckoning? or instability
cter? or a rugged manner? or even fickle-
ness? It often happens that of two hrothers
the one who commands friends and allies by
hundreds is not only inferior to the first both
morally and intellectually, but inferior to the
mass of mwen and women he bends to his will
without apparent effort. As often you will
find that out of several sisters the one who
mles the domestic kingdom with unlimited
SWHY, a.tt-mvt-inli and bewitching all those who
enter it, is the least lovely, and perhaps the
least pmiable.

that such knowledge would have a great
philogophical value in throwing light upon
what he calls *‘the filiation of owr moral guali-
ties," Perhapsadvanoed piychological inquiry
“wonld enable us to attribute the blind subju-
gation of one mind by another to its proper
| cause, und disclose the subtle laws soting
upon different dispositions s unerringly as
the fores of ochomioal sftraction upon
molecules, Till then we must rost content
with sueh inductions as experience enables us
to make, and they enrry ni hut o very little

way, Beyond the isolated facts that intenss
power of throwing oneself into the interasts
of others coustitites sympathy, and sympathy
aitracts; that from  this vyery reason health,
without which it is almost impodsible to exer-
eire strong sympathy, is an invariable element
of personnl fuscinat ion: that contrast, whoether
ol character, ontward appearatice, or even
cirtumstances, is often an allurement of the
strongest kind; that eccentricily, or, to use a
more uxact word, bizarrerie; acts foreibly upon
ibe imaginative, what do we know?

fices on the altar of popularity? The analysis
of a character coming nnder the last category
would surely offer the strangest psychological
phenomenn.  Brought within the focus of
exact personal observation, submitted to tho
test of ordinary moral standards, compared
with the results of every-day experience, with-
ont s doubt such n character would appenr
paradoxical, isolated, extravagant to the last
degree. That any individnal can 8o subordi-
nate the manifold interests and the perplexing
dnties of life to an overwhelming passion for
indisariminate homage seems inaredible; and
yet such n passion, and the gratification of it,
are by 1o means uncommon faets in social
history. The most trifling looks, wonds, and
actions of such persons have reference to the
gratification of others; and as it is impossible

th  go on systematically  gratifying
severil people at once, their triumphs,
however splendid, are very dear-
ly won, “{quluulty is my game,” Mr,

Disraeli makes the motto of one of his heroes,
It would be difficult to find one more mis-
chievous, since the application of it is ensy,
snd the result palpable, Make humanity your
gnmie, and whatever your moral and intellec-
tual shorteomings may be, by dint of patience,
self-devotion, and undeyinting resolve, yon
are sure to run it down. Perhaps the attrac.
tion to be most safely affiliated to its proper
source is that of contrast. Civilization Ln.u
not so assimilsted us but we may meet to-
mWorrow some man or woman wholly nnlike any
one we have known, réad of or imagined before;
avd the mind is more affected by such n
discovery than by the most perfect realization
of preconceived gifts and qualities, however
exalted. A case in point is the way in which
a woman of genius, who has emancipated
herself from the trammels of conventional
life, leads and impresses ofher women, if she
likes—for there must be some voluntary exer-
cise of this or any other power. Enthusissm
is seldom more fervid, devotion seldom more
intense, than is felt by those of her sex who
voluntarily sit at her I{mt. and as voluntarily
they will give up the enticements of a fashion.
able life and other social advantages to retain
the privilege. No more pathetic chapter conld
be written of a work on psychology than one
which should treat of the infatuation of women
for women, always delighted to begin with,
but not nnfrequently ending in a painful pro-
cess of tiiﬂenc{lallt-uw'm. On all infatuation
must disenchantment at some time or other
wali, Few, nevertheless, would not rather
woo the beantiful princess of the Norse tale,
who lived on the gluss hill as smooth and slip-
‘mr_v as ice, even at the risk of falls and
ruises, than never enter fairy-land at all. It
is ensy for those to sneer at the so-called vie-
tims of personal fascination whose very pas-
sions are snbordinated to routine, but if they
do not know the bitterness of reaction, nei-
ther do they comprehend those mysterions
and unexpected raptures with which are
heralded the kindred soul and the spirit that
s0 welcomely dominates onr own,
